In the Interest of 
economy and cheaper water the 
J170.000 grant should be returned 
to the Federal Government Inas­ 
much aa the City of Torrance 
must repay £he Government some 

*  $128,000.00 with interest,, and the 
approximate 1300 water users In 
Water District No. ,1, U too small 
a number of users to justify the 
expenditure of $400,000 and a 
$200,000 water system Is adequate. 
That said councllmen have been 
requested not to a,pend this addi­ 
tional money but persist in their 
plans. That in the near future 
Torranco will receive water 
through Its membership in the 
Metropolitan Water System, - and 
the improvements contcm plated 
and about to be approved by said 
Councllmen will be a total waste 
of --money. That the water bonds 
were voted by the people before

On the same 
date a contract was let for the 
paving of a link between Venice 
and National boulevards, on which 
paving is also expected to start 
immediately. 

A tunnel through the Santa 
Monica mountains beneath Mul- 
holland Scenic Highway was com­ 
pleted as long as five years ago 
and much of the Sepulveda boule­ 
vard has been completed with the 
exception of a few stretches, of 
which ' a short link from Haw­ 
thorne boulevard east to the city 
limits is in Torrance. This Section 
of the highway will be completed 
UH soon as founds can be allo­ 
cated from the state highway de­ 
partment. 

Driving time from Torrance to 
Santa, Monica has been cut to 
approximately 30 minutes by the 
opening of ' the highway ' to that 
city. Tho route from Torrance 
leads to Redondo where It turns 
north on Kl Camlno Real, passes 
through Hermosa and Manhattan 
Beach, und through the hills pust 
Loyola University to enter Santa 
Monica over Lincoln boulevard. It 
Is plainly marked us a stute high­ 
way and IH cusy to follow. 

From tills point to the Sun Fer­ 
nando vailuy, truffle Is now slowed 
up by the unpaved portion through 
the hills, but even so, the high­ 
way affords u short und easy 
route to the Inland, points und the 
nidi;e Houte, avoiding all the 
heavy truffle that Is encountered 
through LOH Angolas and Holly­ 
wood.
